Teachers of studio art at Loyola are accomplished artists who have exhibited 
internationally. Students learn from their own disciplined progression of experiences 
and experimentation, as well as from the experience of these professionals. 


Art at Loyola is a dynamic and highly effective program. It allows art to be 
studied at varying levels of intensity, and provides the opportunity for students 
to obtain a knowledge of art within a liberal arts framework. At Loyola, 
art is for students who wish to pursue a B.A. with a major in Studio Art or 


Art History, and for students who are interested in taking one or 


more electives to increase their awareness of art.

A comprehensive listing of 35 courses that 
emphasizes a thorough understanding of 
the basics, and then allows students to 
focus on their own areas of interest. 


Drawing — Takes students from the funda- 
mentals through to the complex aspects of 
academic drawing. 


Painting — Explores various media and 
forms of expression, bringing students to 
an understanding of composition and color 
and enabling them to assume responsibility 
for self direction. 


Sculpture — Emphasis is placed on a firm 
knowledge of materials and techniques. 
Students become involved in basic expe- 
riences in conceiving both realistic and 
abstract forms. 


Design — The aesthetic elements of design 
and color are studied in terms of their 
relationship to the environment. Basic 
concepts are then extended into advanced 
courses in Graphic Art, Industrial Design, 
and Interior Design. 


Art History — Examines the development 
of art from the Classical Period through to 
Modern Times. Studies include an intro- 
ductory survey, aesthetics, art theory, and 
art from anthropological, historical and 
sociological perspectives.
